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Police hunt after 
puppies poisoned 


A JOINT police and RSPCA 
investigation has begun after 
three puppies were poisoned. 

It is believed the dogs, two of 
which died, were poisoned by a 
man who came to their owner’s 
home intending to buy one. 

Andy and Emma Gunbie and their 
three young children are devastated after 
their 12-week-old Parson lack Russell 
terrier pups were poisoned. 

One of the family’s dogs, Lola, gave 
birth to nine puppies and they had 
already sold six of them. 

The remaining three were advertised 
in local shops and on a number of online 
‘pets for sale’ websites. 

On Saturday, lanuary 14 a man from 
the Essex area visited the family’s home 
in Littleport having expressed an interest 
in one of the pups. 

Emma, 31, of Ely Road, said: “The man 
emailed me on the Friday and said he 
was interested in one of the puppies. We 
agreed that he could come round and 
see them on the Saturday, which he did. 

“He seemed genuine although Lola, 
the puppies’ mum, was ever so defensive 
when he approached her, which is 
extremely out of character for her. 

“The puppies were in a big pen in the 
kitchen and he picked all three of them 
up, checked them all over, had a fuss of 
them and put his finger in each of their 
mouths to check their jaws. He then said 
that he had more puppies to look at 
elsewhere and that he would be in touch 
with us. He then left.”

Within 10 minutes of the man leaving, 
all three puppies fell ill. 

Emma said: “They were screaming in 
pain - their tongues were hanging out 
and they were drooling. They were also 
paddling in distress. 

“I scooped all three of them into a box 
and rushed to the vets with them. The 
vet said it was clear they had been 
poisoned and that they needed 
emergency treatment.” 

The puppies were treated at the Isle 
Vet Group, in West Fen Road, Ely but two 
died the following day. 

Emma said: “It must have been this 
man who poisoned them. 

“Whether he did it purposely or not, 
we are not sure. He could have had 
poison on his hands and not realised or 
he could have known what he was doing. 

“Thankfully, one of the puppies, Molly, 
managed to pull through but the whole 
ordeal has been heartbreaking.” 

A police spokesman confirmed an 
investigation with the RSPCA has been 
launched. 

He said: “We have received a report of 
several puppies being poisoned at an 
address in Littleport. The investigation is 
at a very early stage and we are working 
with the RSPCA to establish what has 
happened.”

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Council to increase tax 


Leader issues pledge on jobs and services

PEOPLE in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire face a 
council tax hike of 
almost 3 per cent. 

Cash-strapped East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) plans to 
increase its share of the 
council tax by 2.95 per cent 
in the next financial year. 

The rise will mean an 
increase of 7.6p per week 
for the average band D 
property in the district - or 
£3.99 per year. 

However, the authority 
insists no further jobs are 
at risk, no community 
grants will be cut and no 
services will be axed. 

Council chiefs say that 
by ‘micro-managing’ the 
authority’s expenditure, 
they are now on track to 
meet the £2.6m savings 
needed by 2015. 

As all local authorities 
have been, ECDC was 
offered a council tax freeze 
grant by the Government, 
meaning it would have 
been given money if it 
didn’t increase the tax. 

But ECDC leader Peter

Moakes and financial 
bosses insist the grant 
would leave “holes” in the 
budget in years to come. 

Cllr Moakes said: “In 
order to balance the budget 
for this year, we are 
proposing to increase 
council tax by 2.95 per 
cent. 

“In an ideal world we 
would have preferred to 
freeze our council tax and 
take the offer from the 
Government, but we are 
concerned that doing so 
would mean having to 
make significant rises in 
future years to cover the 
holes in our budget. 

“This small rise in coun¬ 
cil tax now really is in the 
best interest of both the 
council and residents.” 


Over the last 12 months, 
the council has made eight 
staff redundant, reorgan¬ 
ised committees, increased 
planning application and 
licence fees and axed num¬ 
erous services in order to 
cut costs. 

The cutbacks are part of 
a four-year plan to save 
£2.6m by 2015 and Cllr 
Moakes insists no further 
services will be cut. 

He said: “The last three 
years have been incredibly 
difficult, with the financial 
situation forcing the 
authority to make signifi¬ 
cant cuts to services, grants 
and staff. 

“This involved making a 
number of tough choices, 
which were very hard at the 
time and have left a very 
lean district council with a 
small budget to provide the 
services our communities 
need. 

“We are beginning to see 
the benefits of this action 
with the council’s finances 
on track to meet the 
savings needed.” 

The proposed tax hike 
will be put before the full 
council on February 23, 
which will make the final 
decision. 




Chapel trustees in cash call 


FUNDS are needed to help 
pay for urgent repair work to 
the ancient chapel at Soham 
Cemetery. 

Trustees of the Soham 
North Chapel Charitable 
Trust are currently trying to 
raise about £2,000. 

The chapel is in 
desperate need of 
maintenance and repair 
work. 

The work is projected to 
cost about £4,000, of which 
the trust has already 
managed to raise £2,000. 

Timothy Clark, chairman 


of the trustees, is appealing 
for help. He said: “20 years 
of sun, wind, rain and frost 
since the renovation of the 
chapel was completed have 
made their mark on the 
chapel and it is now time to 
carry out some maintenance 
and repair work. 

“The committee needs 
approximately £2,000 
before the work can go 
ahead. 

“It is hoped that the 
outstanding amount will be 
forthcoming as it would be a 
real shame if this rare 


building was again 
threatened.” 

The North Chapel and the 
Southern Chapel were built 
in the 19th century when an 
outbreak of cholera on the 
East Fen and Qua Fen 
Commons meant the 
remaining spaces in the 
town’s cemeteries were 
filled.

Drought 

repairs 

appeal 

CONTINUING drought 
conditions have caused 
millions of pounds of 
damage to roads in the 
Fens, according to high¬ 
way chiefs. 

Council bosses have 
from Cambridgeshire, 
Suffolk, Norfolk, Peter¬ 
borough and Lincoln¬ 
shire now joined forces to 
make a bid for Govern¬ 
ment funds to repair the 
“serious damage”. 

Cllr Steve Criswell, 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s community 
infrastructure chief, said: 
“The Environment Agen¬ 
cy considers that an 
extensive area of the 
eastern region is still 
suffering drought con¬ 
ditions. 

“As a result of the 
drought the moisture 
content in the soil 
beneath the roads has 
fallen and the soil has 
shrunk, causing serious 
damage to the roads. 

“The extent of the 
damage means we need 
to look for assistance to 
meet the cost of carrying 
out the required exten¬ 
sive repairs which are 
well beyond the financial 
resources of individual 
local authorities in the 
region.” 

The councils have 
written the Government, 
requesting that the it 
accepts a formal bid for 
additional cash at the end 
of next month. 

A Cambridgeshire 
County Council spokes¬ 
man said: “The local 
authorities are still 
working on a compre¬ 
hensive list of problem 
sites, but the number 
across the region grows 
continuously with an 
ever-rising bill for repairs 
which is already esti¬ 
mated to run into several 
millions of pounds.” 

Local MPs have also 
been asked to lend their 
support for the bid for 
Government funding. 


Track has no plans permit 


A MOTOCROSS track where a talented 
biker was killed in a crash does not have 
planning permission, it has emerged. 

However, the racing event in which 
32-year-old Tom Smith was competing 
when he died was permitted and health 
and safety regulations were in place. 

Mepal Motopark, in Block Fen, 
Mepal, has been a contentious issue 
with nearby residents for some time. Its 
owner, Andrew Villis, opened the track 
without formal planning permission. 

According to Fenland District 
Council, Mr Villis is able to run the 
racetrack under the 14-day rule, which 
permits him to hold just 14 events every 
12 months. 

Last summer, Mr Villis applied to the 
council for planning permission to 
extend the number of events he can 
hold at the motopark, although that was 
thrown out as it was incomplete and 


invalid. A new application has been 
submitted and a public consultation 
regarding the extension is ongoing. 

Mr Smith, a married family man from 
the Surrey area, died in a crash at the 
track on January 15. 

He was among about 180 riders in an 
event organised by the British School¬ 
boy Motorcycle Association. Emergency 
services attended the accident but Mr 
Smith was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Fenland District Council and 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary have 
now launched an investigation. 

A spokesman for the council 
confirmed that the track does not have 
planning permission but said the event 
was legal as it was being held as part of 
the 14-day rule. He added that a public 
consultation regarding the new 
planning application is ongoing. 


Carbon target means 200 turbines 


MORE than 200 extra 
wind turbines will have 
to be built in the next in 
the next two decades if 
Cambridgeshire is to get 
anywhere near carbon 
reduction targets. 

New research says 28 
per cent of heat and 
electricity will have to 
come from renewable 
sources by 2030 if the 
county is to cut its 
carbon footprint by 43 
per cent, and concludes 


wind will have to play an 
“important” role. 

The report, drawn up 
for local authorities 
under a project called 
the Cambridgeshire 
Renewables Infrastruc¬ 
ture Framework, pre¬ 
sents options for 
increasing renewable 
energy generation, but 
the only scenario which 
hits the target envisages 
the construction of 455 
turbines over the next 20 


years. 

This would see 47 per 
cent of Cambridgeshire’s 
energy coming from 
renewable sources but, if 
new turbines were ruled 
out, the figure drops to 
just 19 per cent. 

A third scenario in 
which 212 turbines 
would be built falls just 
short, at 26 per cent. 

But Cllr James Palmer, 
deputy leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District 


Council, said he was 
personally “highly du¬ 
bious” about climate 
change and thought it 
was likely to be a natural 
phenomenon. 

He said: “I worry 
about the benefits wind 
farms provide consid¬ 
ering the cost to the 
taxpayer and to the 
landscape, particularly 
in the Cambridgeshire 
countryside, which has a 
very flat topography.”

These 
are checked against 
those provided on the 
original postal vote 
application form to to 
prevent fraud. 

A fresh specimen 
sample is needed 
every five years as 
people’s signatures 
and circumstances 
can change. 

Voters are urged to 
look out for the form 
and return it as 
quickly as possible to 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council.

Security man 
stole £13.5k 

A SECURITY guard wrote a cheque to 
himself for £13,520 after stealing it from a 
firm for which he was providing 
protection. 

Adam Crosswell also lied to the Security 
Industry Authority about having a police 
caution when applying for his licence. 

The 26-year-old, of Chiefs Street, Ely, 
admitted theft, fraud by false represen¬ 
tation and failing to disclose information. 

At his appearance before Cambridge 
magistrates he also asked for theft of an 
iPhone, £10fromaPoppyAppealboxand 
£20 from a charity tin for Arthur Rank 
Hospice to be taken into consideration. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said 
Crosswell was working as a patrol security 
guard at Granta Park for PPD Develop¬ 
ment prior to the offences taking place on 
November 18 and 19 last year. 

She said: “He stole a blank cheque from 
a pile of cheque books and then wrote the 
cheque out to himself for £13,520 and 
went to present it to his bank. 

“The money was placed into the 
account but bounced five days later... he 
had managed to withdraw £9,000 in 
Cambridge but said he paid it back into 
his bank in Ely the same day because he 
felt so guilty.” 

She said the phone he had stolen, 
between October 17 and 31, he sold on 
eBay but had refunded the buyer after 
they discovered it was blocked. 

He also said he put £20 into a Poppy 
Appeal box after taking £10 to buy petrol 
and cigarettes in November. 

In mitigation, facqui Appleton said 
Crosswell: “His attitude is one of extreme 
remorse and he has described himself as 
racked with guilt.” 

Crosswell will be sentenced on 
Cambridge Crown Court at a date which 
has yet to be set. 


Crash car 
exceeded 


A DRIVER in the wrong 
lane who killed a couple 
in a 120mph accident 
may have been going 
even faster in before the 
crash, a court heard. 

Ben Edwards, 26, of 
Northfield Road, Soham, 
denies two counts of causing 
death by dangerous driving in 
a crash which instantly killed 
Paul Adams, 40, and Kathryn 
Dunn, 26, as they made their 
way on the A142 Fordham 
bypass in their Mercedes CLK.

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speed could have been 
“significantly higher” because 
the 120mph impact speed was 
preceded by 52.5m of skid 
marks. 

He asked: “We do not know 
what speed the SLK was doing 
before it started braking?” 

Tim Kirkby, collision inves¬ 
tigator at Cambridgeshire 
Police, giving evidence at 
Cambridge Crown Court, said: 
“I don’t.” 

Mr Kirkby said he believed 
the speedometer and rev 
counter froze on impact giving 
a true reflection of the impact 
speed but it would be difficult 
to interpret a speed before the

skid marks. 

When asked by Michael 
Magee, prosecuting, if the 
defendant’s speed was a cause 
of the crash he said: “It has got 
to be considered.” 

He added: “It was 120mph 
and it was very close to the 
maximum vehicle speed for 
the bend. 

“The speed was a factor in 
his ability to return to the 
correct side of the road to 
avoid the collision.” 

The investigator calculated 
the maximum possible speed 
of taking the bend, by using a 
“racing line” and staying 
within the correct lane, as 
between 123-150mph. 

He added that where the 
cars ended up also gave a clue 


to the car’s speed. 

The officer said: “In order 
for a smaller, lighter car 
[Edwards’s SLK] to have 
continued in the direction it 
was travelling it would have to 
have a higher speed than the 
heavier vehicle [Mr Adams’s 
CLK]. 

“The damage was consis¬ 
tent with the indicated speed. 
This supports the view that Mr 
Edwards was travelling 
considerably faster than Mr 
Adams.” 

Edwards, who was in a 
coma after the crash, was on 
his way home from a 
Newmarket nightclub when 
the crash happened on March 
11,2007.

Trains delayed after lorry hits crossing barrier 


A LORRY has struck the 
level crossing barrier 
on Station Road in Ely, 
knocking it to the 
ground. 

Police were called 
around 11.50am on 
Monday to reports a 
lorry had hit the barrier. 
Network Rail engineers 
later reattached it. 


A spokesman for 
Network Rail said: “We 
sent engineers out to 
the site to have a look 
at what damage had 
been caused and to see 
how we could repair it.” 

He said trains had 
been travelling through 
the area at a reduced 
speed but the disrup¬ 


tion caused had been 
“fairly minimal”. 

Six trains were 
delayed for 72 minutes 
altogether and the level 
crossing was operating 
normally by 12.25pm. 
The roads had been 
reopened by 1.30pm. 

A spokeswoman for 
the BTP said: “BTP were 


called to the lines at Ely 
level crossing, Station 
Road, following a 
report of a vehicle stri¬ 
king the barrier. 

“The incident was 
reported at 11:58am 
and BTP attended 
alongside Cambridge¬ 
shire Police. 

“The vehicle’s details 


have been obtained 
and police will now 
review CCTV and 
investigate the full 
circumstances of the 
incident.”

“The residents, businesses 
and motorists of the Ely area 
need this southern bypass as 


soon as possible.” 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, Lib Dems insist the 
bypass project has not been 
consulted on widely enough 
and that the bypass will destroy 
the views of Ely Cathedral. The 
say it will also have an impact 
on local biodiversity. 

English Heritage had also 
condemned the way the 
project had been dealt with 
and said there was a lack of 
analysis to support decision¬ 
making. 

Lib Dems challenged the 
county council’s decision to 
press ahead with the plans, 
asking for a wider public 
consultation and to look more 
closely at its impact - but the 


council voted to press ahead. 

Jeremy Cave, from Little 
Downham, said: “I’m glad the 
county council sees that this 
bypass is a priority, not just 
for Ely, but for the entire 
district. 

“Congestion is a major issue 
in Ely, not just for residents 
but for workers, too. 

“The only way we are going 
to solve this is by having a 
bypass.” 

The council said the fact 
that 86 per cent of people who 
responded to a recent con¬ 
sultation voted for the £28m 
Route B bypass warranted the 
decision. 

However, council chiefs are 
assuring people that detailed 


plans will be developed and 
there will be further reviews 
before the final decision is 
made. 

Cllr Ian Bates, cabinet 
member for growth and 
planning, said: “It is important 
that we move forward and 
deliver a scheme which is 
right for Ely, the county and 
the region. 

“Over the next few months, 
we will continue to work with 
all partners including organ¬ 
isations such as English Heri¬ 
tage, as we review all of the 
options in front of us and 
continue to develop Route B 
with a final decision on the 
scheme to be delivered to be 
taken in June.”

Night shelter wins backing from bishop 


THE Bishop of Ely took 
time out of his busy 
schedule to learn more 
about the work of a 
Cambridge-based 
homeless charity. 

The Rt Revd Stephen 
Conway visited Jimmy’s 
Night Shelter in 
Cambridge to meet the 
staff, the guests and to 
tour the facilities. 

Jimmy’s was set up 
in 1995 and has been 
working tirelessly ever 
since to provide 
emergency 
accommodation for 
people who would 
otherwise be homeless. 

The charity says it is 
aware of at least 300 
people who are 
currently homeless in 
Cambridge-and that’s 
only the ones they know 
about. 

Bishop Stephen said: 
“It is at this time of the 
year when the weather 
is unpredictable that we 
need to particularly 
remember homeless 
people. 

“In the current 
economic climate, the

task for all of us is to 
ensure that we not only 
care for those who find 
themselves living on 
the streets but to do 
everything we can to 


prevent those numbers 
increasing.” 

Since becoming the 
Bishop of Ely last year, 
the Rt Revd Conway 
has visited various 


charities across the 
diocese and is keen to 
work closely with those 
who are offering 
focused and specialist 
help to particular 


groups in the 
community.

BUS services in the Ely area 
which are at risk of being 
axed could be saved - if 
they are considered “so¬ 
cially necessary”. 

Transport leaders at 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
have warned that subsidised bus 
services could be scrapped in a 
bid to save £2.7m each year. 

But following a public backlash 
and threats of a judicial review, 
the council has now announced 
£1.5m of proposed annual 
funding for the services. 

The new money will continue 
to subsidise some buses as a last 
resort - if they are deemed 
“socially necessary”. 

However, the council still wants 
to encourage community groups 
and entrepreneurs to run services 
which replace conventional 
buses, similar to the one being 
piloted in Haddenham and 
Wilburton. 

Residents are urging the council 
to make sure alternative services 
are in place before the routes are 
cancelled. 

A survey carried out by the 
council was completed by 1,894 
people and revealed that just 55 
people, 2.9 per cent, supported 
services being axed with 81.8 per 
cent of people saying they did not 
support it. The remaining 15.3 per 
cent said it was too early to tell. 

Disabled people said they 
would be hit hardest by the cuts, 



with concerns about getting to the 
shops and attending medical 
appointments looming large. 

Carers and pensioners had 
similar worries, while students 
said they would not be able to get 
to college any more. 

Avril Winters, aged 76, from 
Soham, is worried. 

She said: “Our public transport 
services are poor as it is. If more 
bus services are removed, so 
many people will be unable to get 
out and about, including myself. 
In fact, I’d be pretty much 
housebound.” 

A report to the county council’s 
cabinet says some contracted 
services are close to being 
commercially viable if they run 
less frequently, and members are 
recommended to agree to 
maintain these routes, which are 
yet to be identified, with reduced 
funding. 

Community transport chief, 
Cllr Steve Criswell, said residents 
would be consulted on proposed 
changes. 

He said: “It is clear people value 
their subsidised bus services, 
which is why we paid for them 
even though commercially they 
were not viable. 

“But with the large savings we 
have to make we have to look at 
whether these bus services can be 
better provided rather than using 
large vehicles to carry a relatively 
small amount of people.”

Man’s attack 
on pregnant 


ex-girlfriend 


A SPURNED lover continuously 
punched his pregnant ex¬ 
girlfriend in the stomach because 
he “wanted her to lose the baby”. 

Ian Brown had been staying with Susan 
Lawson, of Windmill Close, Ely, over 
Christmas for the sake of their unborn 
baby but lost his temper on New Year’s Eve 
when she refused his attempts to repair 
their relationship. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said: “Mr 
Brown had been in a nine-month 
relationship with the victim, which ended 
in November 2011. 

“Miss Lawson is currently three months 
pregnant with Mr Brown’s baby. They 
have remained in contact with each other 
for the sake of the unborn child and he 
agreed to stay at her house over the 
Christmas period, but Miss Lawson made 
it clear that she does not want a 
relationship with Mr Brown.” 

After about five days of staying together 
Mr Brown decided to discuss getting back 
together with Miss Lawson. However, she 
made it clear that this was not what she 
wanted. 

This angered Brown and, while she was 
standing in her bedroom with her 11- 
month-old baby in her arms, he pushed 
her. She fell onto the bed and her baby 
daughter fell out of her arms onto the bed. 

Mr Brown, prosecuting, said: “Mr

Brown got on top of Miss Lawson and he 
punched her about 15 times around the 
stomach, groin and back area.” 

Brown was kneeling and placed all of 
his body weight on the bed with the baby 
girl’s head underneath. 

The attack stopped after about a minute 
and Brown fled the property as Miss 
Lawson said she would call the police. 

The mother and baby were taken to 
hospital by ambulance but there were no 
visible injuries and the unborn baby was 
unharmed. However, a further GP’s 
examination found she had numerous 
bruises. 

During police interview Brown was 
asked why he had punched his ex-partner 
in the stomach and he responded saying 
“he had wanted her to lose the baby”, the 
prosecution said. 

Nick Barnes, mitigating, said there was 
some dispute over the facts but admitted 
it was a domestic abuse case. 

Tony Birks, presiding magistrate, 
described the incident as “a really nasty 
assault.” 

Brown, 37, of Smithy Way, Great 
Cambourne, pleaded guilty to assault by 
beating to Miss Lawson. The case was 
adjourned until February 7 while a pre¬ 
sentence report is compiled. 
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A10 speed curb 
plan is rejected

PLANS to slash the speed 
limit on the AlO between 
Cambridge and Ely have 
been scrapped after they 
were branded “overkill” 

Highway chiefs had proposed 
to introduce a 50mph maximum 
along the length of the route but 
councillors and residents argued 
this was unenforceable and 
could actually cause accidents 
by triggering frustration among 
motorists. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has now announced it 
wants to introduce 50mph limits 
on just two stretches of the road, 
from the A14 interchange at 
Milton to north of the Slap Up 
junction at Waterbeach, a well- 
known accident blackspot, and 
either side of the Little Thetford 
junction. 

The existing 40mph limit 
around the roundabout with the 
A1123 at Stretham would be 
unchanged. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents 
Haddenham, said the council

had listened to people’s views. 

He said: “I have always 
criticised and campaigned 
against the blanket imposition 
of a 50mph limit all the way 
from Ely to Cambridge saying it 
was unworkable, potentially 
dangerous and just silly. 

“I do believe the Little 
Thetford junction is a potential 
danger spot and a reduction to 
50mph for a short length of the 
highway near the junction 


would give some comfort to 
Little Thetford residents. 

“I am delighted that my 
colleague, Cllr Steve Criswell, 
has agreed with me and I look 
forward to thrashing out the fine 
detail in future discussions.” 

Cllr James Hockney, who 
represents Waterbeach on South 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said physical works 
were needed to make the Slap 
Up junction safer. 

But he added: “We have been 
waiting for improvements for 
some time. 

“In the last three years there 
have been 40 injury accidents 
reported through Waterbeach 
ward - so anything that can be 
done to improve road safety on 
this dangerous road is 
welcome.” 

A county council spokesman 
said: “Following extensive 
discussions with local represen¬ 
tatives and councillors, it is now 
proposed that the speed limit on 
two stretches of the AlO should 
be reduced to 50mph. 

“Those proposals will now be 
advertised to give local people 
an opportunity to comment or 
object.” 


Man admits 
drug charge 

A MAN who ended up 
with a cocaine habit 
after leaving home 
has been given a 
suspended sentence. 
Karl Minett, 25, was 
caught with 3.5g of 
the drug in Sutton, as 
well as two tablets of 
diazepam on 
November 24 after 
moving into a house 
with three friends.

“About five minutes later 
Mr Hutter and Mr Thomas 
go up to another group of 
both men and women this 
time. Mr Thomas seems to 
be pacing around making 
repetitive gestures to these 
individuals as if goading 
them into a fight. 

“Mr Hutter seems to be 
getting on with the group 
but an exchange of words 
leads to Mr Aston Wildespin 
squaring up to Mr Hutter 
and Mr Thomas. 

“The person who throws 
the first punch is Mr 
Hutter.” 

A fight between Hutter, 
Mr Thomas, Mr Wildespin 
and another man, Damong- 
sak Phasawang, then took 
place, with Hutter ending 
up on the ground being 
kicked a number of times. 
Mr Wildespin and Mr 


Phasawang fled. 

They and Mr Thomas 
have already been sen¬ 
tenced. Thomas and Wild- 
erspin got three-month 
curfews and Phasawang got 
120 hours’ unpaid work. 
They must each pay £70 
costs. 

Nicole Yates, mitigating, 
said: “It’s a shameful 
episode of behaviour on Mr 
Hutter’s part. He is very 
ashamed of his behaviour 
on that occasion. He has 
hardly drunk since the 
incident occurred.” 

She added that his 
behaviour in the Army was 
“exemplary”. 

Tony Birks, presiding 
magistrate, fined him £365, 
plus costs of £70 and a 
victim surcharge of £15. 

After the hearing, Andrew 
Baxter, Deputy Chief Crown 
Prosecutor for the East of 
England, said: “This incid¬ 
ent involving these men will 
have terrified everyone who 
witnessed it. 

“Such behaviour on our 
streets cannot be tolerated.” 


Local Little Chef escapes closure plan 


ELY’S Little Chef has escaped closure in a 
cull which will affect more than 60 of the 
restaurant chain’s other UK branches. 

Bosses at Little Chef have confirmed 
that Ely’s outlet in Witchford Road will 
stay open, but 67 of the firm’s 161 
restaurants will be shut due to a poor 
performance by the company in recent 
months. 

The closures will result in the loss of 


between 500 and 600 jobs. 

Little Chef has blamed the weak 
economy and the location of the branches 
for their poor showing. 

The cuts will leave the company with 
about 1,500 remaining staff. 

A spokesman for Little Chef said: “We 
can confirm that Ely’s Little Chef is one of 
the lucky ones and is not one of the 67 
which will be closing.”

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School plans move ahead 


Site near to leisure centre is mooted 


AMBITIOUS plans to provide East 
Cambridgeshire with a new 
secondary school are progressing 
- and Littleport is still the desired 
location. 

The village could even get an extra 
primary school and a new ‘community 
hub’ if things go according to plan. 

Residents and community leaders have 
been calling for a secondary school in the 
village for years, insisting it would deal 
with East Cambridgeshire’s increasing 
demand for school places and that there is 
space in the village for one. 

Last year, Cambridgeshire County 
Council agreed that a new secondary 
school does need to be built in East 
Cambridgeshire, and that Littleport would 
be the preferred site. Now, education 
bosses are looking at where the most 
suitable location would be. 

Littleport parish councillor Fred Brown, 
who has backed the project for years, 
believes an area of agricultural land 
adjacent to Littleport Leisure Centre 
would be the “ideal” site. 

He said: “The plans are progressing well 
and I am in close talks with the county 
council. 

“Last week they came out to Littleport 
to see the situation for themselves. 

“The parish council believes that the 
ideal site is on land adjacent to the village 
leisure centre. 

“Not only is there plenty of room there

but it would mean the school would be 
able to connect to the leisure centre and 
pupils could use their sports fields and 
facilities. 

“That would prevent them from having 
to build acres of new sports pitches for the 
new school. It would be a win-win 
situation for both the leisure centre and 
the school.” 

He added: “There are also talks of 
building a new primary school and a 
community hub, but the secondary school 
is very much the priority at the moment.” 

With the demand for places at local 
schools set to further increase over the 
next few years, the county council hopes 
to have the school up and running in the 
year 2015/16. 

Grenville Goodson, chairman of the 
Littleport Society, said: “For years and 
years we have been calling for a secondary 
school to be built in Littleport. 

“It is exactly what Littleport needs, not 
only to cater for children here but also for 
those across the whole district. 

“There is room to build one here and I 
am sure everyone is delighted that the 
village continues to be highlighted as the 
ideal site.” 

A county council spokesman confirmed 
the authority is “committed” to providing 
a new secondary school in Littleport. 


Assault man in court over missed therapy 


A MAN failed to attend 
anger replacement therapy 
after being convicted of 
assault, a court heard. 

Joshua Green, 20, was 
ordered to complete 
therapy sessions to deal 
with his aggression after 
being convicted of assault 
occasioning actual bodily 
harm in August last year. 

Green, ofWalsingham 


Way, Ely, admitted he 
failed to turn up to a 
therapy appointment on 
October 8. 

Sally Hobson, mitiga¬ 
ting, said: “He says he has 
made significant progress 
and has shown great 
commitment to the 
course. 

“He was ill when he 
didn’t turn up but was 


unable to obtain a doctor’s 
certificate.” 

Judge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth said he found it hard 
to believe Green could fall 
ill and have it leave no 
trace for the doctor to find. 

He ordered Green to 
undergo supervision until 
August, complete the rest 
of his therapy sessions and 
pay £100 court costs.

Silver tea set and watches may 
lead to detectives to OAP’s killer

DETECTIVES investigating the 
murder of Chittering pensioner 
Llywelyn Thomas believe a silver 
tea set and four watches were 
stolen from him by his killer. 

The distinctive Victorian-style 
silver tea set is thought to have 
been among the items taken in a 
botched burglary that ended in Mr 
Thomas’s death. 

The 76-year-old was found dead 
at his home in Ely Road on 
Sunday, December 18. 

Police know Mr Thomas made a 
phone call the previous night, 
when he was watching the Strictly 
Come Dancing final, which ended 
at 9.25pm. 

His silver Rover 75 estate was 
found in Church Lane, Milton at 
about 11.30pm, allowing det¬ 
ectives to narrow the timeframe of 
the murder between those two 
hours on Saturday, December 17. 

The silver tea set comprised a 
tea pot, a sugar bowl and a cream 
jug. The teapot was heavily 
decorated with a sculptured 
pattern, a black handle and had a 
black flower-shaped or fluted 
knob on the lid. 

The sugar bowl has silver 
handles. 


A black leather horseshoe 
men’s wallet was also stolen. 

Det Supt Jeff Hill said: “I would 
urge anyone who was in the 
house on that night to contact 
police. We believe this started 
out as a burglary which went 
terribly wrong. There may well 
be people out there who were in 
the house and know what 
happened. 

“We are currently carrying out 
forensic tests at the house which 
hopefully will establish who was 
there on the night Mr Thomas 


died. If you were present, it is 
very likely you would have left a 
trace in the house. 

“If you were not directly 
involved in the murder of Mr 
Thomas it is very much in your 
interest to contact police and let 
us know what happened.” 

Forensic tests are set to 
continue for at least two weeks.

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Mum trying to turn tragic 
loss into positive action 


Last summer, Anne Thorn’s world fell apart 
when her son Toby - a seemingly carefree, 
happy-go-lucky 23-year-old - killed himself 
in a field in Ely. Here, she shares her 
heartbreaking story, and looks for answers 
about why he did it - and why suicide 
remains the single biggest killer of young 
men in the UK.

A T 10pm on 
Sunday the 
,10th of July 
2011, a policeman 
knocked at my door. 
He’d come to tell me 
that my son Toby 
had taken his own 
life. 

I didn’t fall to floor 
weeping, as they do in TV 
dramas; my brain just 
couldn’t process the 
information. I was in 
shock. I remember saying 
to him: “My life will never 
be the same again now, 
will it?” 

All I could think of was 
cancelling the chimney 
sweep, who was due to 
turn up the next morning. 

I just kept functioning 
when it was impossible for 
me to be functioning. I 
ended up comforting this 
poor young policeman, 
who was only three years 
older than my son. He’d 
been sent on his own to 
deliver this news, and just 
looked lost and 
frightened. 


During the next two 
weeks I bore the 
unbearable. I stood in a 
field in Ely on the spot 
where my son took his last 
breath. I saw my son’s 
lifeless body lying on a 
table. I put my arms round 
him and told him it was 
OK and that I understood. 
But it wasn’t, and I didn’t. 

I bought new clothes for 
him to be cremated in. 

The funeral home handed 
me a black bin bag 
containing the clothes he 
died in, as if they were 
rubbish. I read a police 
report describing how he 
died, and later a post 
mortem report. 

Toby was a student at 
Anglia Ruskin University, 
studying computing. In 
his first year, things 
couldn’t have been better. 
He lived on campus, 
passed all his classes, and 
had his first girlfriend. 

I naively assumed that he 
was on the road to success 
and fulfilment. 

In his second year he 
moved into a shared 
house and, in the summer 


of 2010,1 found out that 
he’d stopped going to his 
lectures. We were in 
regular contact, but it’s 
hard to get young men to 
tell you what’s going on; 
this is one of the reasons 
young male suicide is 
more prevalent than 
female suicide - they just 
stay silent and don’t talk 
about their problems. 

We met with the 
university, who were very 
supportive, and allowed 
him to re-take some of his 
courses. He was offered 
counselling but I don’t 


know if he ever went. I was 
always on hand, offering 
support and love but, in 
the end, that was not 
enough. 

He seemed unfazed, 
happy-go-lucky He had 
lots of friends, and several 
of them remarked on his 
carefree attitude towards 
life. I just thought he was 
finding his way in life and 
would be OK. 

I had no clue he was in 
such distress that he 
would even consider this 
as an option to ending his 
pain. I didn’t even know he 


was depressed or 
unhappy. There was no 
note, no last message to 
indicate that he loved me 
or had thought of me in 
any way at the end. It 
would have marginally 
eased my pain if he had 
just left a final scrawl 
saying ‘Sorry Mum, I love 
you’. 

When someone takes 
their own life, people want 
answers. They want neat 
little explanations. At the 
inquest, the conclusion 
was that Toby killed 
himself because he had 


problems at university and 
was in debt. I know it was 
far more complicated than 
that, and from research I 
have done since, I believe 
there were many complex 
factors that, added 
together, led to his action. 
It is also possible that he 
had an undiagnosed 
mental illness, but there is 
no simple neat 
explanation. 

Toby’s funeral was at the 
Cambridge Crematorium. 

I met his friends, who were 
as shocked as I was, each 
one scarred and changed 
forever. They should be 
going to parties, not 
funerals. It floored me 
seeing them gathered 
around his casket, saying 
goodbye and crying. I 
couldn’t watch. 

They gave me a book 
that they had made, full of 
wonderful stories, 
pictures, tributes and 
memories which I will 
treasure forever. That 
night, crying with grief and 
frustration, I shouted at 
the sky: “You stupid boy, 
didn’t you realise how 
much you were loved?” 

How do you tell people 
that your son took his own 
life or ‘killed himself’, as 
the coroner concluded at 
his inquest? It is too tragic, 
too awful for words. 
However it has happened 
to me, to my son, my 
family, and very quickly I 
realised I had a choice to 
make. The easy option 


would be to shut down 
and drown in grief; I have 
chosen to live the best life I 
can in the circumstances. 

One of the first things 
most people said to me 
was ‘I can’t imagine how 
you must be feeling’. This 
is one aspect of this 
unique type of grief that is 
so difficult. People literally 
can’t imagine how you feel. 
Hearing about the death of 
a 23-year-old man is hard 
enough, and when I tell 
them how he died, the 
shock and discomfort is 
palpable. 

As a parent, living 
through bereavement by 
suicide is different from 
any other kind of grief. Our 
job is to protect our 
children from harm, be 
there for them when they 
need us, and I have to live 
with the fact that he didn’t 
come to me for help. 

The guilt, the whys, the 
what ifs, the if onlys, 
destroy any semblance of 
normality and reason you 
ever had. They slay you 
and batter you, make you 
feel like you are going mad 
and bring you to your 
knees. They could take you 
to the same dark place 
where your child was 
when he made that fateful 
decision. 

Toby was my only child 
and I was a single parent. 
How can I live with the 
knowledge that after 23 
years of loving him, 
worrying about him, and 
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supporting him through 
every period of turmoil he 
had ever had, he chose to 
walk into a field and kill 
himself? 

Yet I have come to realise 
that I was not responsible 
for my son’s death. No one 
was, other than himself. I 
don’t blame him though, 
because I know he died 
from an illness; it was just 
an illness that no one could 
ee. 

Having suffered this kind 
of bereavement is like 
having a disability, but no 
one can see it. You have to 
adapt and change, and 
learn to live differently. 

I have to learn to answer 
the question ‘So do you 
have children?’ I have to 
learn to listen to others 
talking about how proud 
they are of their child’s 
latest achievement, or 
about how much they love 
having their grandchildren 
around. At the sight of 
small boys in the street that 
look so much like Toby, I 
cannot hold back the 
sudden, spontaneous 
cascade of tears. 

I live with the knowledge 
that I will never know why 


he did it, or what was going 
through his mind at the 
time. He was in so much 
pain he chose death over 
life, even though he had a 
loving family and friends 
who would have done 
anything to help him. That 
is almost unbearable. 

If only people 
considering suicide could 
be visited by the ghost of 
Christmas future, to get a 
glimpse of the legacy of 
pain and guilt they will 
leave to their friends and 
loved ones, like Jimmy 
Stewart did in It’s A 
Wonderful Life, I wonder if 
it would make some of 
them think twice. 

My son was an intelli¬ 
gent, funny, sensitive, car¬ 
ing young man who had 
lost his way and couldn’t 
see a future, and some¬ 
where along the way a seed 
was planted in his mind 
that the solution was to 
leave this world perman¬ 
ently. I now know that this 
is the destiny of hundreds 
of young men every year. 

I have to remember all 
the years I had him, the 
love and joy we shared and 
the millions of happy 


memories. I have to cele¬ 
brate his life, not mourn 
his death, otherwise two 
lives will have been lost. 

He made a choice I will 
never understand, but I 
have to make a choice to 
live the best life I can, and 
attempt to turn my loss 
into a gift that I can give 
others. 

When this happened to 
me I felt so alone, but I 
now know there are 
thousands of other parents 
all over the UK who have 
lost a son or a daughter to 
suicide. I have started an 
internet support group for 
parents bereaved by 
suicide, specifically in the 
UK, so we can help and 
support each other. 

Finally, I send a message 
to any young person who 
is feeling depressed and 
hopeless. If you think you 
are a burden and the world 
would be better off 
without you, you are 
wrong. Please talk to a 
friend or family member, 
or contact CALM or 
PAPYRUS. You are loved, 
your life is valuable and 
you would be greatly 
missed.

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Country park to 
get £ 52 k boost

ELY Country Park is to get 
a £52,000 hand-out to 
improve facilities. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC), which is 
providing the cash, say it will 
come from a £320,000 pot 
allocated to the major scheme. 

About £12,000 will be spent on 
improving signage in the country 
park and marking clear walking 
trails. 

The plan is to put up new signs 
at the park’s key entrance points 
and ‘interpretation boards’ so 
people can learn about the area’s 
history and wildlife. 

The council also wants to 
spend about £14,000 on 
improving the facilities at 
Fisherman’s car park. 

A report says the work will 
include making the car park safer 
for pedestrians and providing a 
new cycle rack. 

Some £15,000 will then be 
spent resurfacing the slide 
mound in Pocket Park, which 
was ruined last year when 
youngsters insisted on climbing

up the mound. The park’s zip 
wire mound will also be 
resurfaced, at a projected cost of 
£4,800. 

The council also wants to 
install three new benches, 
costing £600 each. 

Council bosses then want to 
work alongside the Wildlife Trust 


and Ely Wildspace to encourage 
wildflowers to grow on Ely 
Common. 

They say the work was ordered 
and paid for last year. 

The improvement work, which 
council bosses say is vital, will be 
carried over the next 18 months. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman 
of the council’s community and 
environment sub-committee, 
said: “The country park has 
become a great place for people 
of all ages and physical abilities 
to go to. 

“In order to keep the park up 
to the high standards which have 
been set over the past year, we 
have been working with a 
number of local groups to 
identify priorities for the area 
over the next 18 months. 

“This work will maintain the 
balance between the abundant 
wildlife on the commons and 
allowing the public to access and 
enjoy the park.” 

Darren Dixon, head of 
community services, added: 
“Monies totalling £320,279.19 
have been allocated to the Ely 
Country Park and we request an 
amount of £52,000 from this 
fund to support these 
initiatives.”

Residents’ anger 
at extra 86 homes

She said: “I can’t undertand why 
a new site is being built in an 
overpopulated town and in the 
middle of existing houses. 

“This development will really 
impact on our lives in a negative 
way More than 750 houses have 
been built in Soham recently. The 
town cannot cope with the extra 
residents and children that 
another site will bring.” 

Caroline Wills, of Fordham 
Road, said: “I am very concerned. 
These new houses seem to have 
been dropped down into a setting 
that is totally inappropriate. 

“The traffic along Fordham 
Road is extremely busy at peak 
times now and considering the 
fact that this road is part of the 


major route for both those 
students at St Andrew’s and 
Soham Village College, with a high 
percentage travelling by foot, it is 
only a matter of time before a 
child is seriously hurt. 

“I also have concerns that our 
college is full to capacity now - 
where are the children of these 
new families to be taught? 

“Soham has also got a huge 
number of new homes on the 
property market that are not 
selling. If there is a market for new 
homes in Soham the ones that we 
already have should surely be 
occupied or selling.” 

The proposals were submitted 
in October last year and are 
pending consideration. 

A spokesman for Cheffins said 
the maximum number of homes 
that would be built would be 86.

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Tainted love 


JENNIFER SHELTON talks to Cambridge graduate and 
actress Lydia Wilson about breaking the ultimate taboo 


NTERNATIONALLY- 
acclaimed theatre company 
Cheek by Jowl has made a 
name for itself the world over for 
its vivid and intense interpretations 
of classic texts. 

Last year they brought their brooding, 
hallucinatory Macbeth to Cambridge Arts 
Theatre. Now they’re returning with John 
Ford’s fearless tale of corruption and incest, 
’Tis Pity She s A Whore. 

Lydia Wilson, who graduated from 
Queens’ College in 2009, takes on the role 
of Annabella, whose passionate affair with 
her brother, Giovanni, forms the nucleus of 
the plot. She’s in Sydney for the start of the 
production’s 2012 run when I call for our 
pre-arranged chat - and has just been for a 
run round the Opera House. 

“It’s gorgeous here,” she enthuses. “It’s 
summer now so it’s really beautiful. I went 
running round the Opera House this 
morning and the harbour and the sea was 
just amazing.” 

In contrast to the Sydney sunshine, this 
dark, dramatic modern interpretation of ’Tis 
Pity loses none of the text’s original 
bloodlust, as Lydia explains. 

“It’s a bit like the Tarantino film, True 
Romance. There’s loads of blood... and 
they’ve put a bathroom on the set which 
feels really domestic and creepy. A lot of 
the violence takes place in the bathroom, so 
you can just glimpse it and, depending on 
where you are in the audience, you see 
different things.” 

As Annabella, Lydia has found herself in 
the midst of most of the play’s gory scenes, 
yet is enjoying playing a complex character. 

“You can go a lot of different ways with 
her, but the Annabella we’ve created is an 
affluent, troubled, lonely girl with a very 


intrusive imagination. There’s also a sense 
that everything that’s going on is her 
fantasy. It’s not quite ‘they woke up and it 
was all a dream’, but she’s driving the 
events, whereas in other productions she 
can be quite a passive character. So she has 
a hand in her own downfall - even to have 
her heart taken out is, for her, a kind of 
narcissism.” 

There aren’t many plays which put 
incestuous siblings in the lead roles, I 
venture. How are audiences responding to 
that? Is it hard for them to engage with the 
characters? 

“We’ve tried to locate it in the emotional 
register, so hopefully people will 
understand emotionally why these 
characters and doing these things,” says 
Lydia. “They get together quite early on, 
the brother and sister, and when we ran it in 
Paris for a month audiences said they were 
almost willing these people to get together 
because they can see their enthusiasm for 
each other. And it’s only afterwards that the 
horror of what’s happened becomes an 
issue. It’s kind of the ultimate taboo, I 
suppose,” she goes on, “so it’s a good 
allegory for considering where we draw the 
line, and where these desires to break 
boundaries come from. 

“In this production, they’ve been really 
keen to look at the family which these kids 
come from and see their behaviour not just 
as an isolated Romeo and Juliet scenario, or 
a romantic Victorian love story where they 
can’t help but fall in love, but actually as 
something they do as an antagonistic act 
towards their family and society.” 


As well as her work with Cheek by Jowl, 
since graduating Lydia has landed roles in 
Channel Four’s Any Human Heart and 
BBC’s The Crimson Petal and the White , 
and made her film debut in Never Let Me 
Go. Yet she owes her success to Cambridge, 
where her love of acting was kindled. 

“I loved it there. I’m from London, but I 
really enjoyed living in a smaller city. When 
I went home in the holidays, getting on the 
Tube, I found I’d really adjusted to Cam¬ 
bridge. It’s just so beautifhl. 

“It’s like a drama festival all year round, I 
couldn’t believe it. I did straight plays and 
comedies and directing ... and I got to play 
old ladies - things you can’t get away with 
in the real world! 

“It was so funny seeing people direct 
plays at the age of 19 -1 was like, what are 
you doing? You’re not grown-ups, stop 
pretending to be grown-ups! But then I 
realised once you’re a grown-up you’re just 
pretending anyway,” she laughs. 

What were her student theatre highlights, 
I ask? 

“We did a production of Romeo and 
Juliet with the ETG which went round 
Europe, that was a real highlight for me.” 

Naturally, Lydia’s keen to revisit a few 
old haunts while she’s back: “Do you know 
Dojos?” she enthuses. “Number 5 - the 
spring rolls - are amazing. But I wasn’t 
ever any good at punting -1 think I went 
once and my friend fell in.”

YOUNG folk artist who has been 
nominated in the Best Newcomer 
- category and the Best Traditional 
Song Category in this year’s BBC Folk 
Awards brings her music to Cambridge 
this week. 

Back in November, Derby-born Lucy Ward played 
Ely Folk Club to great success, and on the same 
evening Mike Harding made the announcement on 
his weekly Radio 2 Folk Show that the singer had 
been nominated for the 2012 BBC Folk Awards. 

On top of that, her song, Maids When You ’re 
Young, from her debut album Adelphi Has To Fly, 
has also been nominated for Best Traditional Track - 
a category that included songs from folk stalwart 
Martin Simpson, Scottish singer Emily Smith and 
doyen of the English folk scene and Lucy’s all-time 
folk heroine, June Tabor with Oysterband. 

“It’s barmy,” says 22-year-old Lucy. “It was the 
singing of June Tabor that first got me interested in 
folk music and I’ve looked up to her as an 
inspiration since I started performing, and now I’m 
head to head with her for a folk award.

GOOD things come to those who 
wait. And it’s been an agonising 
seven years since writer-director 
Alexander Payne ventured to the sun- 
dappled vineyards of the quirky 
Oscar-winning comedy Sideways. 

He has directed a couple of short 
films and a TV pilot in the interim, but 
Payne’s distinctive voice has been 
silent for too long. Thankfully, the 
acclaimed debut novel of Kaui Hart 
Hemmings has wooed him back into 
the director’s chair, working from a 
beautifully crafted script by Nat Faxon 
and Jim Rash. 

Set against the lush backdrop of the 
Hawaiian islands, The Descendants is 
a heartbreaking portrait of a family in 
crisis.

Miller as they try to make sense of the 
hand that fate has cruelly dealt them. 
The film provides Clooney with the 
role of his career and as he elegantly 
navigates choppy emotional waters 
as a father who must turn off his 
wife’s life support machine while 
dealing with the grief of his two 
children.

T HE news that hundreds of 
twitchers have descended 
on a quiet, coastal village 
in Hampshire to catch a 
glimpse of an incredibly rare 
Spanish sparrow may prompt 
some of us to dust off our 
binoculars to look out for 
unusual birds in our own 
gardens. 

And what better time? With the 
RSPB’s annual Big Garden Birdwatch 
taking place on January 28 and 29, 
when people are invited to spend an 
hour recording the birds they see in 
their own gardens and surrounding area 
to help provide a snapshot of bird 
numbers and species in Britain, we may 
see something other than wood pigeons 
or magpies. 

Indeed, the mild winter so far should 
have proved beneficial to birds in this 
country because there will have been 
more natural food available including 
insects and accessible berries, 
according to the RSPB. 

However, it is crucial that gardeners 
still top up their feeders and birdbaths 
because if it does turn cold, the birds 
will need sustenance, the charity warns. 

Last year’s Big Garden Birdwatch 
results showed that some of the smaller 
birds which decreased in numbers the 
previous year bounced back. 

Sightings of goldcrests, the UK’s 
smallest birds, doubled, long-tailed tits 
increased by a third and coal tits 
increased by a quarter. 

But in the last 30 years many species 
have been in decline. Sightings of

house sparrows, robins, chaffinches 
and starlings have all declined since 
1979, while wood pigeons and collared 
doves have shown big increases. 

Indeed, wood pigeons have become a 
pest to gardeners who grow their own 
winter brassicas such as kale and 
purple sprouting broccoli, providing a 
veritable feast for these large birds. 

Some gardeners say the pigeons can 
be deterred by hanging up red cloths. 
Others resort to covering crops using 
netting. 

“Wood pigeons are happy in lots of 
different habitats, unlike other birds 
which aren’t so adaptable,” says 
Richard Bashford of the RSPB. 

“Some birds avoid gardens because 
they are so timid but wood pigeons and 
collared doves will do well in gardens. 
They will eat fruits, berries, grains and 
seeds and aren’t fussy.” 

The problem is that the sheer size of 
the bigger birds can scare off small 
birds which venture into gardens. 

Plus, wood pigeon numbers continue 
to increase as they are not as 
susceptible to cold weather and have a 
longer nesting season, producing more 
chicks per year than other species. The

young are fed on crop milk, produced 
by their parents. 

However, there are specific foods 
which smaller birds love and which you 
might consider when re-filling your 
bird feeders. 

Small birds such as goldfinches love 
nyjer seeds and sunflower seeds. 
Peanuts are rich in fat and are popular 
with tits, greenfinches, house 
sparrows, nuthatches, great spotted 
woodpeckers and siskins. 

Crushed or grated nuts attract 
robins, dunnocks and even wrens. 

But never use salted or dry roasted 
peanuts and only buy from a reputable 
source. 

Fat balls are great for many birds, 
especially in cold weather, but make 
sure you remove them from any nylon 
mesh before putting them out, as birds 
can catch their feet in the mesh. 

Live food such as mealworms are 
relished by robins and blue tits, and 
may attract other insect-eating birds 
such as pied wagtails. 

Make sure the mealworms you buy 
are fresh. Any dead or discoloured ones 
shouldn’t be used as they can cause 
problems such as salmonella poisoning. 
Again, buy from a reputable source. 

Of course, your own planting scheme 
can also go some way to making your 
garden a haven for birds. 

A good hedgerow, with a mixture of 
deciduous trees, shrubs and climbers, 
will provide birds with both shelter and 
food. 

Leave an area of your lawn to grow 
long, to encourage insects to it, and add 
some nectar-rich plants such as 
knapweed, red hot pokers, Michaelmas 


as cut-up fruit, cake 
crumbs, grated cheese and 
uncooked porridge oats are likely to 
attract bigger birds. 

If you select your bird food 
care hilly, hopefully you’ll soon have a 
host of winged visitors - and not only 
the large ones - to your garden. 


daisies, 
snap 
dragons, 
cornflowers and 
cosmos to your border. 

Red and yellow flowers are said to 
be the most frequented by birds. House 
sparrows can often be seen attacking 
red and yellow flowers in spring and 
autumn, eating buds and petals. 

Berried plants including the spindle 
bush, the rowan, holly and hawthorn 
are also a magnet to birds. 

When buying bird food, avoid seed 
mixtures that have split peas, beans, 
dried rice or lentils as again only the 
large species can eat them dry. 
Consider also that kitchen scraps such

League switch would benefit Robins 


THERE would be travel winners and losers if 
mid-Anglia’s five Ridgeons League, Premier 
Division teams were moved into an Eastern 
Division. 

The proposed new division is part of the FA’s 
proposals to reduce the number of leagues at 
step five in the non-League promotion pyramid 
from 14 to 12. 

If the plans get the go-ahead before the 
2013-14 season, the likes of Newmarket, 


Haverhill, Mildenhall, Ely and CRC in the new 
division, along with St Ives Town from the 
United Counties League, Premier Division, 
which would be disbanded. 

The Ridgeons League have produced a 
mileage analysis for the current Premier 
Division clubs and three would be severely hit 
in the travelling stakes, while two would be 
better off. 

Both Ely and CRC would not be complaining, 


with the Robins having 74 miles knocked off 
their total and the latter being on the team bus 
for 106 miles fewer. 

Haverhill would be the biggest losers by 
having an extra 569 miles added to their 
season’s travelling, with their average away 
trip going up by 25 miles. 

Mildenhall would be on the road for an extra 
378 miles and Newmarket would have 219 
miles added to their annual journeys.
